ing thirty three thouſand and five hundred Ponnds per 
Annum, do bear to the Exciſes on exciſable Liquors in 
England, computed at nine hundred, forty ſeven thouſ- 
aud, fix hundred and two Pounds per Annum; Which 
Sum of three hundred, ninety eight thouſand, eighty 
five Pounds, tea ſhillings, ſhall be due and payable from
